"The morning of December 15, 
1811, w,4s cloudy and a dense fog 
prevaiird, and towards niahtfall the 
heavens showed aigna of distress 
On the following Moniag, tbe 16th, 
about i o'clock a. m., we felt the 
shock of aa aailbquake, aocooipani- 
ed by a rumbling noise resembling 
tbe distant firing of a cannon, which 
was followed in a few minutes by 
the complete saturation of the at- 
moapbera with sulphurous vapor. 
Tkaaeon waa ahiniog brilliantly, 
bal tha aalplMtMl wapor caused the 
earth to ba vianpad ia abaolute 
darknaae. The waOiiig inhabHanti, 
the stampede of the fowls and beast, 
the noise of falling timber, the roar- 
ing of the Mitiittippi, the current 
of which was retrograded for a few 
minutes - formed a scene too appall- 
ing to conceive of. Than until

before. Th'' people fled hither and 
yon, siippoaing that there waa less 
danger at • dmanea from the river, 
which waa boiling, foaorfng and 
rcsrinir terrlfleall?. Man, women 
an<l (hlMrrn gave up in despair, 
some praying and others fainting, so 
great was their faar. 

"Thara ware Ugat sbocka each 
day uatU Jaaoary iS, 1813, when 
oneaahaM aa tha flrat occarred, 
followed by tha aama phaoonena. 
From this time until Pebruray 4 tbe 
'arth was in continual agitation, 
visibly waving as a (>entle sea. 
That day a shock, almost as severe 
At tbe others, that it was called 
"the hard shock." Tbe earth was 
transformed into total darkneat and 
tbe chickcaa vcat baok to rooat, the 
cows mooad aad tk« frightened 
borsaa pitifully naighad. At first 
tbe Ifisiisaippi river seemed to 
recede from its '<anks, and its wat- 
ers, gathering up like a mountain, 
leaving for a abort period of time 
many boats which were passing 
town the river, on tbe bottom of tbe 
river during which time the crews 
escaped to land in aafaty. Tha 
river rose 10 to IS faat perpendic- 
ularly, expanding, at it were, at 
the same time the banks were ver- 
flowed with a retrograde current. 
The river falling immediately, re- 
ceded within its banks again with 
such violence that it took with it 
whole grovaa of youof oottoowood 
treaa and flMieh eattta aad atoek. 

"A great many fish were left on 
the banks, being unable tu keep up 
with the water, an i an oi l ( .inoe, 
antique in construction, was washed 
ashore. The river was a mass of 
floiting wrecks of boats, and it is 
said that one was wrecked in which 
thaca waa a ladf aad ri a ahid tsn . 
all of whom ware laat. 

"In the bard shoal's described the 
earth wi^ horrible laacerated— the 
surface waa from time to tiaM cov- 
ered over of aaeven depths by tbe 
sand which iaaued from the fissurea. 



Tnere were two tbe past winter, 
which wrre made in great numbers 
all over the country, some of which 
dosed up uamediataiy after they 
6ad vomited forth thalr aaad aad 
water. In many plaoaa, bow'.ver, 
tliere was a substance resembling 
coal thrown up with the sand It 
is Impossible to say what the depth 
of the fissures or irre^ulnr brraks 
were The »ite of New Madrid, 
Miss uri, was settled down at least 
IS feet, and not more than half a 
mile below that town there does not 
appear to be pay alteration of the 
river, but back from the river a 
short lisianre the numerous large 
ponds or lakes, which covered a 
great-r part of the country, were 
totally dried up. Tbe bods of some 

of them bulge aboTo thati fonaar 
banks several faat.

of all the entire disturbances which 
was not generally known for some 
montns afterwards was the discove- 
ry of a huge lake on the Tennessee 
side of the Mississippi, upward of 35 
mBn long and from ona-balf to 
aiiilt mUes in width. TbU lake 
wiii later called Raalfool 
There are places in it tha 
of wl 1 .'1 has never been found, 
though many eifoils have been made 
tu aaoertala tha dtMh of thaae 
plaoa. 

"The lake haa commaaicatioo 
with tbe Miaaiaal|ipi riwar at both 

ends, and it !a conjectured that it 

wi! ; • many years before the 
prim ; ,1 p.irt, if not the whcle, of 
the Mi.ssibsippi will pas.s th.it way. 
In thr .ast year or so an herb, re-

By some method, known 
only to themselves, they marked a 
warning on the trees Itff Oiker In- 
dians to keep away. 

"Most of those who tied from the 
vicinity during the hard shocks have 
returned, but always become greatly 
alarmed at the slightest trembling 
of the eaxUt. We have since their 
commenceaaot, in 1811, aad oocaa- 
ionally, feel light aho^. Hardly 
a week paaoea iMtt we feel one.

Since then, however, they are light- 
er than ever, and as the months anJ 
years pass the inhabitants are be- 
coming mora raooadlad la tha sur- 
roundings. 

"Oaa circumstaaeo worthy of 
mention ia : Tbia section was once 
subject to severe thunder, but for a 
long time previous to the lirst 
shocks there was no thunder at all 
and but very Uttia since. 

"I have now eonpUad with yoar 
request for a da acri p tk a el tba 
earthquake — imperfect, it Is tntt« bat 
just as it occurred to the beat of 
my mrmcry. If you will come out 
here, you and myself will take a 
two or three days' tour of inspecLioni 
of the county most affected Dy the 
earthquakes, and especially ei the 
lake I have daacribed in the forM»- 
iog.

The Democratic Ptrtform.' 

The platform cites that the re- 
publican congress just ended appro- 
priated Sl,008,30U,0O0 exceeding 
the previous year by S90,000,000, hb^ 
flagrant disregard of the fact that a 
defiidt of $60,000,000 is now assured, 
and denounces the heedless waste of 
the people's money as a crime against 
the working people. 

The promise of tariff reform by the 
republicans is welcomed as a recog- 
nition of the righteooaness of the 
democratic postttoo.* "We favor 
the iwmsdiste revisioB of the tariff 
by the reduettoa of Isqiort duties.

of his cabinet officers." 

It favors aa iaooRM tea, rsceai* 
mends tke sobmissk»of aconsUtu* 

tional amendment authorizing a tax 

on individual and corporated incomes 
so that wealth shall bear its pro- 
portionate share of the burdens of 
the federal government. 

"We favor the election of Uaii> 
ed States senator* by direct vote aad 
regard this reform as the gatevay 

to other national reforms." 

It favors the admission of Arizona 
and New Mexico as sutes, urges 
the upbuilding of a merchant vuw 
rine without bounties from the pub- 
lic treasury, opposes tht adminioa 
ot Asiaic emigrants who cannot be 
anialgamated and whose presence 
would raise race issues, declares 
against using the navy to collect 
private debts, favors ioteraational. 
arbitration before retort to war, 
promise* a aavy suficieat to defend 
both ooaste aad te defend the rights 
ot America whenever in jeopardy. 

It praises the wisdom of the con- 
stitution framers to secure home rule 
to states and says : "We pledge our- 
selves to combat with increasing vig- 
ileaeetks efferteof those who are 
striving by usurpatioa to seixe tke 
home rule p^ars of the states for 
exploitatieo by federal I
